I.N.A. Members, Collectors and Friends: 
The 40th Anniversary of the Iowa Numismatic Association will be in 


1978 at the annual I.N.A. State Show to be held in Davenport. 


Chairman Gene Boyd has stated he would like to hwe 200 exhibits at 
the 40th Anniversary in Davenport. I hope he has 200 exhibits, but 


it means many new exhibitors. 


At the 1977 Show, there were some fine Junior exhibits and this 
should be encouraged at the 1978 Show. Whether you are a Junior 
exhibitor, a Senior exhibitor or a Winner's Circle exhibitor, you 


have plenty of time to get an exhibit ready and no excuse not to. 


Juniors or Adults, anyone can put together an exhibit that can win 

a trophy and not be expensive. One way of putting together a nice 
but inexpensive exhibit is to buy (if you don't already have) some 
Foreign coins. Find out what Countries have issued less than a 
dozen coins. Pick one of these countries and order coins from a 
reliable dealer that handles all Foreign coins. After yoy have re- 
ceived the coin or coins, figure out a way to display them that will 
be attractive to the Judges. You will have uncirculated coins and a 
complete set, so next you need numismatic information, originality 
and title to complete your exhibit. Cost of the numismatic informa- 
tion, originality and title would be practically "nil", yet would 
contribute the most points in judging an exhibit. 

There can be other inexpensive exhibits. I have used Foreign coins as 


an example and one easy to do. 


After you have decided on a country or geographical location for the 
coin or coins you want to exhibit and youget the coins, then all that 
is left is for you to do a little research for the information; get 
some ideas to show originality and make the display attractive, plus 


a title to identify the exhibit and you can have an excellent exhibit
